Chronicle of Sacred Hiſtories, witneſs the firſt Book, of Samuel, C hap. 24 
Ver. 5. where it is reported That the |[raclites ſang one to another 5. 
Dances, ſaying, T hat Saul flew his Thouſands, and David his Ten Thou- 
ſands, ro Memzrize the Fame of Fate and Fortitude. 

This Accompt of the Slain amonnting ro Thouſands, and Ten Thouſands, 
ſeems to intimate an unknown, innumerable, or rumberleſs number ; but as to 
the Armies or Militia that were deſtroy'd by the Generals, Chieftains, Centu« 
rious, and Soldiers of David, we find that the Divine Warriour aſcrib'd the 
Succeſs which attended bis Arms and Weapons of Warfare, to the concurring 
and corroborating Power of God, as it is apparently evzdent in the words of my 
preſent Text, where he ſpeaks theſe Couragious and \Religious Expreſſions, 
—— Through God we ſhalldo valiantly ; for he it is that ſhall tread down 
our Enemies. The Valiant Aits bere mention'd, or Valour derivative ( in 
this Verſe from God to Men) I Chriſtianly Conjelture was ———_ ob- 
ſerv'd by many Worthies, to whom 1 Dedicate ris Epiſtle, 1n their Warlike 
Enterprizes relating to the late Affairs of Ireland and Flanders, who with the 
reſt bere hinted, may lay a juſt Claim to the Diſcourſe iſſuing from the fol- 
towing Subjeft z which having the Approbation of numerous attentive Audi- 
rors, and alſo their Importunity to have it made publick for the Bemefit of the 
Army, 1 have by forcible Obligations yielded to the ſway of prevalency, and

Lord is his Name, or his Name is Fehovah, which denotes both his Holi- 
neſs and Hoſtiliry. This Military Deſcription of God may be firly 
{tid the Soldiers Armory or Mapazme, where not only his Carnal, buc 
alſo Spiricual Weapons, Accoutrements an4-Ammnnitton are conſtanrty 
kept ina Warlik: Readineſs : Ir is as it were the Tower of David, whereon 
roere hang a Thouſand Buckſers, all Shields of Mighty Aden, as you may 
Read in the 4th Chapter of Canticles or Song of Solomon, at the 4th Verſe : 
Or 2sthat Tower of Solomon mention? in Prov. 18. 10. where it is ſaid, 
that ----- Fhe Name of the Lord #s a (tro Tamer, the Righteous runneth into 
it, and is ſafe. Vher.fore let us betake our {clves to this ſtrong Ciradel, 
or laviicible Gariſon, , which is che Chriſtian Combatant's Fort Royal, 
where the Captain of our Salvation is Cyriſt Jeſus, and the Generaliſſimo 
of our Believing Forces, God Almighty, whoſe Banner over'vs is Love, and 
chat ſtronger thag Deayy ; for fgenn/Fgpers could not guench his Love, mei- 
ther could the Floods fown it, As you miy note in Cant. 8. p, Thijs is that 
Love waich ſurpaſſet! Knowledpe, whereal thc Apoſtle Sr. Paul ipeaks in 
Ep4. 3.19. The Supertative- Tranſtendenty-' of which is apparently 
made manifeſt in the Miraculous and many Renown'd Victories obraia'd 
( over 'theix Ehemies ) by 'the \Advenctitous! Armies, and Couragious 
Champions of the Living God ; under whoſe Irreſiſtible Power, not only 
Royal David in particulzr, .hut alſg.his Lyyn} Holt in general, did Va- 
loroully reſolve to Encaunter and / vo Ss cis Adverſarics, yet ſo, as 
at the ſame time, and in the mean ſpace, that with one Unanimous and 
Harmonious.Conſenr, ' 6y,valyeprily and. devoully aſcrib?d\ unto God, 
(to whom it was dne even the Glorious: and! Ptaiſe-worthy Succeſs of 
their Valiant and Vigorous Yitorics, according to-theſe,Heroical or Mar- 
tial Expreſſions of my preſent Text, where Divine and Undaunted Da- 
vid, as it wereafter an Alarm to take up Arms, made this Conſolatory 
Speech unto his Army, Through God we ſhall do valiantly :, for be wt rx that, 


ſhall rread down our Enemies. a 


:This Portion of Scripture, bing the Subjet of my-Warlike Diſcourſe, 
hath ics Foundation laid on the moſt durable and uamoveable Rock of 
Ages, namel;, God himſcIf; and that by a Matchleſs Monarch of 1/rael, 
r0 wit, che Militant and Triumphant David, ig which Text, 2s a Gari- 
fon Town, or City of Refuge, he, hath ErqRtefl on the Eaſt»ſide an Hea- 
venly Caſtle of Safety,; and on, che Weſt an Holy, Tower of Secuyiry : 
The Heavenly Caſtc, of Safety, importing God's, Favourable Preſence 
with his People, .in Zauntenancing them to. defie the fierceneſs of their 
Encmics, — theſe former words of my Text, Through God we 
ſhall do valzantly : The Holy Tower of Security, implying Gods power:

Beſides, a Caſtle and a Tower EreCt- 
ed on the Eaſtern and Weſtern lides, to prevent the Storming, Sur- 
prizing, Beſicging, Invading or Taking of the ſame bi Force ; | 
likewiſe diſcover*d it ſtrongly fortify'd on the North and South- 
ſides, with two other Repal Ci adcls, or Royal Forts of Defence,

Firſt, King David's Divine Conſideration, T hat the Foundation 
of a Juſt War in the Defence of his Peoples Lives, Laws, Liberties

Secondly, To King David's Divine Snggeftion, That tho? the 
People of God may be Inſtrumental in ſubduing their Enemies yer 
the Succeſs that makes their Foestheir Footſtool, is a principal Pre- 
rogative only peculiar to God himſelf : Both which Obſervations 
are inſeparately included, and n_— comprehended within 
the Bounds and Limits of my Celeſtial Subjeft, where in Expefta- 
tion of Aid from the Deity to ſuppreſs his Adverſaries; i: is thus 
Di&ated by Devout David, Through God we ſhall do waliantly : for 
he it is that ſhall tread down our Enemies. 


Ia all the Series of Holy Scri » we may evidently behold, that 
when Almighty God intended to accompliſh ſome Notable Delive- 
rance to his People, he gave them to underſtand (in the mean ſpace) 
that it wasnot ſo much their own Might and Manhood, as it was his 
meer Mercy that ſaved them : And this is very Conſpicuous in the 
Couragious Reſolutions, and Admir*'d Aftjons of the Religious 1/- 
raclites, who by their Military Aﬀair, and God*s Favour, overcame 
no leſs than Thirty One Conſiderable Kings and Kingdoms; as you 
may Read in the 12th Chapter of Fofhua, where there is a perfect 
Catalogue of their Ngnes and Number ; the firſt being the King of 
Jericho, mention'd in the gth Verſe; and the laſt the King of Tirzs, 
fpecify*d in the 24th Verſe, which confummates or concludes the 
{ame Chapter.

Thus you ſee, according to the Words of my Text , how the 
Iſraelites did valiantlyz for God did tread down their Ene- 
mies. 


Iſratl, above all the Nations in the World, had the Honour of 
fighting the Lord's Battels; and when they wanted Champions or 
Conducts for their Encouragement, God was entreated by them, 
that his Power might appear 1n the cauſe of their Warfare : Who, 
according to his own good pleaſure, ſent ſeveral Reſcuers, that pro- 
teſted them from Multitudes of malicious Encmies; one of whoſe 
Deliverers, or Saviour's, (as his Name imports it) was Joſhua the 
Son of Nun, Moſes his Miniſter and Succeſſor ; for he deſtroy'd the 
Anakims in the Land of Iſrael; he alſo overcame many Prince”s that 
reſiſted them, and hang'd five noted King's, on five ſeveral Trees, 
that were their Adverſaries ; namely, Adomi- Zedeck King of FJeru- 
ſalem, Hobam King of Hebron, Piram King of Jarmuth, Faphia King 
of Lachiſh, and Debir King of Eglon, as you may read in the 9, 10, 11, 
and 12 Chapters of Joſhua, Thus Foſbua did valiantly z for God 
did tread down his Enemies. 


Secondly, The 1/raelites were delivered from the bold Attempts 
of the Aramiter, by Othniel the Son of Kenaz,, Caleb”s younger Bro- 
ther, and the Land had reſt forty years, as it is obſervable Jude. 3. 9, 
10,11, Thus Othnie! did valiantlyz for God did tread down his 


Enemies. 


Fhirdly, The 1/raelites were preſerved from the Moleſtationsof 
the Moabites, by Ebad the Son of Gere a Benjamite, a Man left-handed, 
when they ſlew of the Children of Moab about Ten thouſand Men, 
all tuſty, all Men of Valour 3 fo that the Land had reſt fourſcore years, 
as you may note in «4g. 3. 15 29, 39. TI hos Eheddid yaliantly; for 
God did tread down his Enemies. 


Fourthly, The 1/rachires were ſuccour'd from the Fury of Phils- 
ſtines, by. Shamgar the Son of Anath, who flew Six hu Philiſtines 
with an Ox-goad ; and he alſo delivered /ſrael, as it is apparent in 
+ +3-31. Thus Shawger did valiantly ; for God did tread down 

is Enemies.

Fitthly, The //raelircs wire defended from the Incurſions of the 
Canzanites ly Deborah a Prophetels, the Wife of Lapideth, and Ba- 
Yau he Son of Abram of K adeſh- Nepthali, who by the afſiltance of 
Gud, prevailed apain!t 7avmm King of Canaan,until they had deſtroy*d 
Jabin King, of Canaan; as is ſpecified in Judg. 4. 6, 24 Thus De- 
borah and Barak did vaitantly 3 for God did tread down their Enec- 
mes. 


Sixthly, The Iſraelites were ſaved from the Miſchiefs of the 1475- 
aamtes by Ternbaal, that is, G:rdeon the Son of Joaſh the Abi-ezraite, 
who diſcomfired an Holt of Men with broken Potſherds, Lamps, 
ani] Rams-horns, rogcther with the Noiſe of the People, who cried 
carneltly before th:ir Enemies, vntil they were daunted, routed, 
and ruined : Tye Sword of the Lord, and of Gideon, as it is recorded in 
Judyes 7.20, 21. His Mcſ]-nger alſo took two Princes of the Midrga- 
nites, Oreband Zeeb;, and they New Oreb upon the Rock Oreb, and 
Zeeb they flew at the Wine-preſs of Zeb ; and they purſued Midian, 
and hrought the Heads of Oreb and Zecb unto Gideon, on the other 
ſide Fordan, as it is remarkable in Jug. 7. 4,25. Alſo Gideon 
arol:, an! ſlew Zeba and Zilmunna, two chief Kings of Midian, as 
farther appears in Jadg.3.21. Thus Gideon did valiantly ; for God 
did tread down his Enemies. 


Seventhly, The 1ſraelites were protefted from the Arms of the 
Ammonites, by Fepthah the Gileadire, a mi.hty Myr of Valonr, who 
ſmote the Children of Ammon from Aroer till thou come to Murnith, 
even twenty Cities; and unto the Plain of the Vin- vards, with a very 
great Slavghter., Thus the Children of Ammon w:re ſubdu?d before 
re Children of J/zael, as vou may hnd jt wriiten in Judy. 11. 43. 
Thus Fephthah did vallantlyz for God did tread duwn his Ene- 
mics. 


Eiglichly, The 7/-aelires were freed from the Forces of the Phil;- 
tines by Semfon, wino flew a Lion: He kild thirey Philiſtines for 
thirty Changes of Garmenrs; burnt their Corn with Firebranys ricd 
ro three hundred Foxcs Tails; carried away the Gates of Gaza; de- 
itroyed a thoutnd Men with the jJaw-bone of an Aſs; and by pulling 
upon him the Theatre of the Phils/? ines, flew more at his death than 
he cid in his life-tune, as the Hiltories thereof make mention, in the 

14th, 
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14th, 15, and 16th Chapters of Fudges, Thus Samſon did valiant- 
ly; for God did tread down his Enemies. 


Niathly, The /ſraclites were ſecur'd from the Onſets of the Am- 
monites, Moabites, and Inhabitants of Mount Serr, thro? the gracious 
and ſeaſonable Advice of good King Jehoſaphat, together with the 
Diviac Aſliſtance of Almighty God} as it is penn*d z Chron. 20, 20, 
21, 22, Where the Relation is thus worded : Here me, O Fudah, and 
ye Inhabitants of Jeruſalem ; believe in the Lord your God, ſo ſhall you be 
eſtabliſhed ;, believe bis Prophets, ſo ſhall ye proſper. And when he bad 
couſulted with the People, he appointed Singers unto the Lord, and that 
ſhould praiſe the Beauty of Holineſs, as they went owt before the Army, 
and to fay, Praiſe the Lord, for his Mercy endureth for ever. And 
when they began to ſing and _— the Lord ſet Ambuſhments againſt 
the Children of Ammon, Moab, and Mount Seir, which were come againſt 
Tudah, and they were ſmitten, Thus :Jehoſapbar did valiantly ; for 
God did tread down his Enemies. In the 


Tenth place, I ſhall, thro? God's Providential permiſſion, demon- 
ſtrate unto you ſome of the Noble Acts of Royal David, who (be- 
inz the Man after God's own Heart) always won the Field of che 
Lord*s Battel under the Lord's Banner ; according to theſe expreſ- 
ſions of my preſent Text: Through God we ſhall do yaliantly ; for he 
it is that ſhall tread down our Enemies. 


We read in the ACQts of renowned David, that when he was but 

a ruddy Youth, he kilPd aLion and a Bear, as alſo flew the Chief 
Champion of the Phuliſtines, namely, the Great Goliah of Gath; 
as you may read in the 17th Chapter of the Firſt Book of Samuel. He 
ſmote two hundred Phili/tines, for which Exploit he had the Ho- 
nour of Majeſtical Affinity, in being made the King's Son-in-Law,as 
appcars in 1 Sam. 18. He took a Spear, and a Pot or Cruiſe of Wa- 
ter that ſtood at Saul's head, as you may note in 1 Sam. 26. He 
warred the Lord's Warfare,and flew Rechab, and Baana his Brother, 
the Sons of Rimmon the Beerothite, as you haye ic obſervable in 
2 Sam. 4. He overcame the Phili/tines twice ; he took the Fort Sion; 
he reſtored the Ark; he prepar'd for the Building of the Temple 
he overthrew the Framites, and all his Enemies, as you may far- 
ther remark inthe 5th and 6th Chapters of the Second Book of S4- 
mwel. Thus, according to the words of. my Text, David the Dar- 
C ling 
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linz of God did valiantly; for He did tread down his Ene- 
MICS. 


Theſe arc ſomeof the Royal Prophets Archievements, who up- 
on ſuch Undertakings always confided in God's willingneſs and readi - 
neſs to aſſiſt his Endeavours, in all neceſſary Engagements : For the 
Lord himſelf, who is a Man of War, veſted him in an heavenly and 
impenetrablc Coat of Mail, or ſpiritual Armour, according, to thoſe 
prudent and prevalent Expreſſions, of his unbyaſsd Reſolution and 
Reliance, recorded Pſal. 27. 1, 2, 3. wherc he thns expoſtulated 
with himſelf, tonching his holy Warfare : The Lord i my Light 
and my Salvation; whoyh ſhall I fear * The Lord is the Strength of my 
Life , of whom ſhall I be afratd? When the Wicked, even nane Ene- 
mies and my Foes Came upon me to eat up my Fleth, they ſtnmbled and 
fell, Tho wn Hoſt ſhould encamy againſt me, my Heart ſhall not fear : 
The" War ſhould viſe againſt me, in this will ] be confident. 


This ovght to be the couragious Reſolution of all ſincere Chri- 
ſtians, but more eſpecially of Chriſtian Soldiers, who ſecm to carry 
their Lives in their Hands, and arc obſerved to ſtand upon the brink 
of the Grave : Yet if fuch confide with Dav:d, in the corroborating 
Power of God, taking cognizance of the Equity of our late conti- 
nued War, and the juſt demerit' of the Cauſe thereof, being in de- 
fence of Chriſt's Goſpel, and ſuch Kingdoms, Territories, Domi> 
nions, and Provinces, as maintain his trne Religion, together with 
the Lives, Laws, and Liberties of free-born Subje&ts, who arc there» 
by protected from infringing their Priviledges, invading their Pro- 
perries, and infeCting the Principles of their pions Profeſſion : Douht- 
leſs ſuch neceſſary Warriors may have a welcom Acceſs to the ac- 
knowledgment of my preſent Text, in order to defend Gods Word 
with David's Sword, and therc to ſay with the facred Pſalmiſt : 
Through God we ſhall do valiamtly ; for be it is that ſhall tread down our 
Enemies. 


In this place, I have form'd or fram?d my Text, to bcar a lively 
Repreſentation ofthe late Affairs of our Brizriſh Nation ; where a 
Party of its Inhabitants, like the d:[turb%d 7/reelites, have had ſeveral 
Commotions both with domeſtick and torcign Enemies : This I ruth 
is experimentally memoriz/2d by many of ns, who, throrgh God's 
gracious permiſſion, have cur continuanc- hitherto ji thy —_ of the 
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living. But what ſhall we ſay to theſe things? fince God hath been 


for us, who could be againſt us? For through God we have done va- 
liantly ; he trod down theſe our Enemies. 


It was the good Pleaſute of God Almighty, in tundry, and ſome 
late years palt, to ſcnd variety of [Judgments upon the Kiugdom of 
England, that the lnhabitants thercof might learn Righteoutnels; as 
I ſarah {peaks, Crap. 26.9, But as the pious Prophet David laith, 
in P/al. 28.5. we have not regarded the Works of the Lord, nor the 
operation of his Hands, cither in the late noiſom Peſtilenee which 
ſwept away thouſands (in the Metropolitai City of the faid Realm, 
namely, London) hurrying them into the dark and gloomy Chambers 
of the Grave; nor the raging Fire, which burnt up the Dwellings 
of many thouſand Families, burying them in chcir own Ruins ; nor 
the revenging Sword, that in the Serics of War flew a marvelous 
multitude of our Martial Men, in their Engagements with furious 
Enemies: And becauſe we are not yet reclaim'd by all theſe ſignal 
and (ingular Tokens of God's Diſpicaſure with us, we may juſtly 
fear, that Providence prepares ſome other ſeverer Judgment, either 
utterly to deſtroy us from off the face of the Earth, or to force us in 
it unto better Obedience. And to this purpoſe are thoſe terrible 
Threatnings of arewarding God, recorded in Lewit. 26.15, 16, 17, 
18. where he ſpeaks theſe dreadful Expreſſions : If ye ſball deſpiſe my 
Statutes, or if your Soul ſhall abbor my Judgments, ſo that you will nor 
do all my Commandments, but that ye break my Covenant : 1 alſo will do 
this wito you ; 1 will even appoint over you 1errour, Conſumption, and 
the burning Ague , that ſhall conſume the Eyes, and cauſe ſorrow of 
Heart : And ye (hall ſow your Seed in vain, for your Enemies ſhall eat it, 
And I will ſet my face againſt you, and ye (ball be ſlain before your Ene- 
mies, They that hate you, ſhall reign over you , and ye [hall flee when 
none purſueth you. And if ye will not yet for all this hearken unto me, 
then will ] puniſh you ſeven times more for your ſins, 


Here we have a ſatisfaQtory Account, in what way or method 
God uſually proceeds to inflia his Wrath upon refractory Sinners : 
Firſt, he impoſeth one Calamity ; and if char reclaim them not, then 
he will add a ſecond, ſometimes doubling that with a fourth, or 
crebbling it with the ſixth AfﬀMiction, And if all theſe work not up- 
on the hardneſs of their Hearts, then will he prepare another, that 
like Nebuchadnezzar's Fiery t urnace, ſhall be ſeven times more pu- 
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uithabte than the former. Moreover, it is the Cuſtomary Phraſe of 
God in Scripture, when his Holineſs would deter us from Vice, to 
threaten vur Deſtruction with Vengeance, as in Dexr. 32. 35. where 
he ſaith, To me belonzeth Vengeance and Recompence. Again, ne ſpeaks 
in Ver. 41. of the ſame Chapter, If I wher my glittering Sword, and 
mine Hand tate hold on Judgment, I will render Vengeance to mine Ene- 
anies , and will Reward them that hate me. And in Ezek. 25, 17. 
thus ſaith the Lord concerning the Deſtruction of the Phil:ſtines and 
Cherethims, I will execute preat Vengeance upon them with furtous Re 
bukes ;, and they (hal know that I amthe Lord, when I ſhall lay my Ven- 
geance upon them, 


Hence it is obſervable, that as the heavy Judgments of God are 
made ſo unconceivably intolerable, by the weight of Divine Ven» 
geance, our ſafeſt Courſe in avoiding of them, is to flee from Sin to 
his Sanctuary, and there humbly and devourly pray for the Peace of 
Jeruſalem, for they ſhall all proſper that love Communion with the 
Church of God ; and that your Requeſts may be made conformable 
to God's moſt holy Will, at all times, in all places, and upon all oc- 
caſions, both Chriſt and his Church to that end have ferniſh®d you 
with ſufficient Rules of Devotion, he in the form of his gracious Pe- 
titions, and ſhe in the frame of her Pious Ejaculations : He in his 
Petitions ſaying, Lead us ner into Temptations but deliver us from 
Evil; and ſhe in her Alluſfive Ejaculations ſaying, From all Evil and 
Miſchief, from Sin, from the Crafts and Aſſaults of the Devil, from 
thy Wrath, and from Everlaſting Damnation, good Lord deliver us, 


Many Material Circumſtances might be alledg*d to demonſtrate 
our Church and its Government conſiſtent with the Divine Will and 
Pleaſure of God, for ſhe is fo highly in Favour with the Higheſt, 
that he remov*d thoſe who caus*'d her Breaches, far from her, in or- 
der to uphold her Walls and Bulwarks; yea, her Intzieſt appears fo 
Intercſted in God, that he lately Dethron'd a King, that offended 
her, and inhis ſtead, Enthron'd a King to defend her. Thu « the 
Lords doing, it is Marvellous in our Eyes; as the Kingly Prophet ex- 
preſſeth it in Pſal, 118, 23, For Promotion cometh neuher from the 
Eaſt, nor from theWeſt, nor from the South. But God 1s the Tudze - 
He putteth down one, and ſetteth up another, aS appears, Pſal. 75.6,7. 
That this Dethronement and Eſtabliſhmcnt was God's own Hand y- 
work, is Divinely Vindicated by the Prophet Danzet in the — 
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lePd Cafe; and Preternatural Condition of King MNebuchadn:zzar, 
who for his unſuftzrable Arrogance, was ExiPd from the Society of 
Rational Men, totake his Abode and Food with the unreaſonable 
Beaſts of the Ficld ; touching whom the f.iid Dane! in his ſecond 
Chapter at the 2oth and 21th Verl:s, ſpake on this Wiſe, Bleſſed be 
the Name of God for ever andever : for Wiſdom ani Might are his. 
And he changeth the Times, ani tve Seaſons : He removeth Kings, and 
ſetter Pp Kinss - He orverh W:/ !1214 Unite tile | 1 | &, and Knowledre ro 
them that know Cnderſt nding, Again, we R ad in the 35th Verſe 
of the ſame Chapter, that the Prophet fail tothe King on this man- 
ner, Thou, O King, art a Kin of bins, fir the Collof Heaven hath 
given thee a Kingdom, Power, ani Sticrigth, and Glory, Morcover 
Danieltoid him in the 4th Chipter of this Propicfic at the 25th 
Vetle, T hat the moſt High ruleth in the Kin dom: of Afen, and gieeth 
it ro whomſoever he will, Thus we fcc that the Ciſpolal of Earthly 
Kingdoms, is a peculiar Prerogative abſolutely pertaining to the 
King of Heaven; for God being an Univerſal Monarch, hath a gene- 
ral Title attributed unto him, in Jer. 10. 7. where he 1s ſtiPd by the 
Prophet, The King of Nations, And that becauſe all Emperors, 
Kings, and Princes, in their Enthronemcits, wear their Crowns, 
{way their Scepters. govern their Kingdcms 2nd Principalitigs, by 
God's own ſpccial Authority : I his Truth bears the Badge of his 
warrantable and undoubted Teſtification, in the 8th Chapter of So- 
lomows Proverbs, Ver. 15. wheic lic ſpeaks theſe certain and fignili- 
Cant Expreſlions, By me Kin; s Ret'/n, and Princes Decree Juſtice. 
This Affirmation hath ſufficient Allertions of Sctipture to allure it, 
as in 2 Sam 12 7. where God by the Mouth of his Prophet Nathan, 
ſpake theſe worgs unto David, [ anointed thee King over Iſrael : So- 
lomon alſo 2cknowledg'd, that the Lord had plac'd and eſtabliſI'd him 
on the Throne of his Father David, as you may Read in 1 Xings 2. 24. 
Morcover it was the ſaying of Ah1ijab in the Perſon of God to Tero- 
boam, I will give the Kingdom unto thee ,, as it is obſervable in 1 Xiugs 
11.35. By allthcle Scripture Inſtances it plainly and punQtually ap= 
pears, that the removing and ſetling of Crown'd Heads, relate to 
God's Diſpenſative Power 3 and therefore we may fay of God in ſuch 
(aſes, as 7b ſpake concerning the Lite and Neath of his Children, 
in, Job 1. 21. The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away, bleſſed be 
the Namneof the Luid, Having, thus prov*d unto you, that the Ga- 
vernment of this Lower World, is according tothe Rule of Guil's 
uadcluuble and unhmitted Authority; fo neither the Kirgdoms, no! 
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Power of Princes, but all things elſe proper unto them, are after 2 
peculiar manner God's, their Crowns , their Anointing, their 
Globes, their Scepters, their Thrones, and the Government there- 
of are his; 2nd their Perſons adorn'd with ll rhcfe Endowments, 
are ſo Sublime and Sacred, that they are compar*d for Excellent Emi- 
nency, or Eminent Excellency, unto the Angels of God, in 2 Sam. 
14. 17. and alſo ſtiPq Gods, by a Deify*d kind of Dignity, and 
calld the Children of the moſt High, in Pſal. 82. 6. 


From theſe and ſuch like Obſervations, the ſanCtify'd Velle] 
St. Paul, thar great Apoſtle an Patron of the Gentiles, compild an 
Excellent LeQture of Loyalty, in order to oblige both Religious and 
Rebcllious Subjects, to bear true Alleyiance and ſubmiſſive Obedi- 
enceunto iheir Supream and Lawful Superiorsz the which you may 
find Recordcd 113 Km. 13. 1, 2. where it 1s thus worded, Ler every 
Soul be ſubjett unto the Heber Powers ; for there is no Powr, bnt of 
God. The Powers that be are ordained of Gid. IWhoſoever therefore 
reſiſteth the Power, reſiſicth the Ordinance of God ; and they that reſiſt, 
ſhall receive to themſelves Damnation, Hence it is obſervable, that 
as every individual Perſon ought to be in ſubjeftion to his ſuperior 
and inferior Rulers, by rcaſon that the Power of their GGyernment 
is derivative from God, and the Governours now in being, Fits” 
bliſhed by his Ordinance, whom to reſiſt, is plain oppo!.ction to 
God's own Order, for which reſiſtance they become liable to receive 
unto themſelves the Reward or Stipend of Damnation. Therefore 
to abandon Diſloyalty, bcinz the Cauſe of this Damnable Alot- 
inent, as Religious Servants to God, Loyal Subj:Cts ro the King, 
and Loving Sons of the Church: Let us that arc her EmpaPd Chil- 
dren firmly ſtand in Gods, the King's, and the Church her Canſe, 
reſolving, that in caſe no other Kinndom or Nation, ſhould accom- 
modatc us with ticir Aﬀiſtance, nrcither to dread, nor to be dif 
may?*d at it, aithough our preſent Enemies, whomiocver they ate, 
may ſcem muci more in number tan onr ſelves, for the Racc is nd 
always to tlic ſwitc, nor the Batrel ſtill to the ſtrony, bur to thoſe 
that have God for their powerful Copartner; for there is no re- 
ſtraint to the Lor!, to {ive by many or by few, as it is obſervable im 
1 Sam. 14.6, This Truth is farther confirm®d by the Divine Ex- 
zrcfſions of Aſt, who with an Army of Five Hundred and Fonrſcore 
Fhonſand Men, waged War with Zerab the Ethiopian, whoſe Hoſt 


conſiſted of a Thouſand Thouſand in number, as you may note in 
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2 Chron. 14. 8,9, 10. Morcovcr it js ſaid in Verſe 11. That Aſa 
cryed unto the Lord his God, and ſaid, Lord, it 1s nothin; with thee to 
help, whether with many, or with them that have no Power : Help us, 
O Lord our God; for we reſt on thee, and tmthy Name we g0 againiſt 
this multitude ; ſo the Lord ſmote the Ethiopians before Aſa, and be- 
fore JutJah, as you may Read in Verſe 12. of the fame Chapter : 
Theſe Excellent Obſervations have their full and clear Evidence in 
Deut. 29. 1, 2, 3, 4. where God granted unto //-ael a Warlike Com- 
miſſion SeaPd with {is own Hand, and docliveir'd with his own 
Mouth, in thele Expreſſions Recorded by Acer, When thou goejt to 
Battcl anainſt thine Enemies, and feet Horſes and C hariots, and a 
People more thn thou, be not afr.1d of them ; for the Lord thy God ts 
with thee, which brour bt thee 2p out of the Lan ! of Egypt. And ze 
ſhall be when ye are come mzh unto the Battel, that the Preeſt ſhall 2p- 
proach and ſpe:th unto the People, and ſ|::l{ jay wito them, Hear, Q 1t- 
racl, you approach this day wito Buttel 41a:nit yeur Enennes ; let not 
your Hearts faint, fear not, and do not tremble, neither be ye terri- 
fied becauſe of them ;, for the Lord your God 1s be that goeth with youy 
80 fight for you againſt your Enemies, to [ave you. In this Divine Com- 
miſſion, we havea Reviving Cordial to chcer up the drocping Spirits 
of a faint-heartcd Soldicr ; tor it is matter of no great moment to 
him whether his Enemics are miny or mighty, ſince he hath the In- 
fallible Promile of the moſt Mighty to take |1is part in all Lawful En- 
agements ; thena Thouſand may f.ill at his tide, and Ten TI hou- 
{and at his Right Hand, but it ſhall not come nigh him. God will 
be with him in Troublc, todcliver him, and konour him. With 
long Life alſo will he ſatisfie him, and ſhew him his Salvation, as it 
is expreſt in P/a/. 31. 7, 15, 16, Therefore for ſuch a Deliverance 
as is here promis*d, letus give unto the Lord the Glory due unto his 
Name ; for God 15 never more pleas*d with us, than when his Hea- 
venly Maieſty is moſt prais'd by us: A frequent Acknowledgment 
of Gow's Praiſes, is an undeniable means of obtaining our deſird 
Neliverances: And to this end, becauſe our frail Lives are uncertain 
by reaſon of D-ltruſtive Wars, with other daily Caſualties ; an 
that while we have our continuance on this fide the Grave, we may 
live in God's fear, and in our departure hence, Dic in his Favour, 
thereby to vbtain Eternal Felicity. 1 humbly crave your Chriſtian 
Paticnce for ſom: few Moments, that | may d'{cover unto you what 
Praiſe is, together with the Fruits and Effects of it in Tea briet w_ 
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ticulars; alſo how God is to be praiſed, in Six Compendious 
Points. 


Firſt then, Praiſe is the End, or Ultimate part of our Deyout Pe- 
titions ; for we c#ll upon, and importune God to beſjow on us ont 
of the Rich Treaſury of his Bounty, and unexhanſted Supplics, ſucli 
Benefits as are molt neceſſary or ncedful, both for our Corporal and 
Spiritual Neceſſities, that we may bleſs and praiſe him for the ſame, 
to which purpoſe Holy David in 1 Chron, 16. 35. teacheth us a Di- 
vince Method how to ſweetcnour Prayers with Piziles, accerding to 
theſe Expreſlions, eSave us, O God of our Salvation, and deliver us, 
that we may give thanks to thy Holy Name, and Glory in thy Praiſe. 


Secondly, Praiſe maketh Pctition powerful, for God is moſt rea- 
dy and willing to hear their Petitions, whoſe Hearts are inclinable 
to praiſc him, in giving duc Thanks for former Beng fits, we do as 
it were engage God thereby, to confer upon ns furthcr or future 
Bleſſings. For on this Direction of David in P/al. 50. 14. Offer unto 
God Thankſgiving, the Lord himſclf made this. Gracious Promiſe in 
the yext Verſe, Call upon me in the day of Trouble, I will deliver 
thec. 


Thirdly, Praiſe is a duc Debt, which Petitioners are bound to 
pay ; for hethar invitcth thee to call upon him, and promiſeth th@# 
Deliverance from Trouble, requircth and expecteth that Compen- 
ſation or Recompence from thee, as to Reward his Promiſe with thy 
Praiſe, zccording to thelc Expreſſions of defſerv'd Retaliation, Re- 
corded in Pſal.50. 15. Thou ſhalt glorifie me. 

IF 


Fourthly, Praiſe is the full Requital that we can give unto God 
iorevcry gond and perfect Gifr, which his Divine Benipnity be- 
{toweth upon us ; for when the praying and praiſing Pſalmiſt pro- 
pounded this Queſtion in ///al. 116.12. What jhall ] render unto the 
Lord, for all bis B nefuts towards me ? The Anſwer or Reſolution was 
thus given in Ver. 13. I will take the Cup of Salvation, and call upon 
the Nameof the Lord : As it David ſhould have ſaid, I will offer a 
lol:mn Sacrifice, wherewith, wherein, or whereby 1 may cfearly 
manifeſt the numerous and tremendous Deliverances or Preſervati- 
ons which God hath afforded io me; for by way of Expoſition, he 
addeth theſe words in Ver. 17. of the ſame P/a!m, 1 will offer to 
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thee the Sacrifice of Thankſgiving, and will call upon the Name of 
the Lord. 


Fifthly, Praiſe is a Satisfactory Evidence of that good Reſpet 
which we owe to the Lord our God. By Petition, we ſhow that fa- 
your which we bcar towards our felyes. The, Ten Lepers who came 
unto - Chriſt, lifting up their Voices, and ſaying, Jeſws, Maſter 
bave Mercy on 9, Luke 17. 13. ſhew*da care of their own welfare, 
only one who return*d togive Glory unto God, diſcover'd his Care- 
fulncſs of the Lord's Honour. 


Sixthly, Praiſe is ſo prevalent a Duty, that it moves God to ſhew 
ood Eſtimation or Reſpect to Men, for he that ſaid in 1 Sam. 2. 30. 
bem that honour me, will I honour, without Controverkie will per+ 


form ſo punCtual a Promile. 


Seventhly, Praiſe is the greateſt Honour that we can give to Al- 
mighty God, for it is his own Declaration or Acknowledgment, in 
reterence to his Divine and Eſſential Fame, Recorded in P/al. 50.23. 


He that offereth Praiſe, glorifieth me. 


Eighthly, To Praiſe God, is the moſt Excellent Piece of Religi- 
ous Service that in this World can be perforn''d ; and alſo all the 
Celeſtial Spirits are concern'd herein, as it is obſervable in Rev. 
5- 13. Whete he ſaith, That every Creature which i: in Heaven, and 
on the Earth, and under the Earth, and ſuch as are in the Sea, and all 
that are in them, heard I, ſaying, Bleſſing, Honour, Glory and Power 
be unto him that ſuteth upon the Throne, and unto the Lamb for Ever 


and ever. | 


Ninthly, A ſetting forth of God's Praiſe, is an indubitable mcans 
to cnliven the Spiric, and to make the Heart of Man more ready, 
active, and cheartul in performing the Duty of Prayer ; for when 
David's Heart was ina prepar*d Temper to-praiſe God, he.preſent- 
ly applies himſelf thereto, and by confeſling his ſtability therein, 
{aid to his Tuneable Tongue, and Muſical Inſtruments, in Pſal, 57. 
7, 8.9. My Heart 1s fixed, O God, my Heart 1s fixed: I will ſomp 
and grue praiſe. Awaks up my Glory, awaks Pſaltery and Harp, 1 
my ſelf will awake early, I will praiſe thee, O Lord, among the Peq- 
ple, I will ſing unto thee among the Nations. When the Spirit of a 
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Man is under an endiſpoſeuneſs to pray, Iet tim tten mecltzre cn 
the Mercics and Excellencics of God, by which Divine Contemplati- 
ons, he ſhall find a Spiritual Vivification and Vigour put ino 
him. 


Tenthly end Laſtly, Praiſe is comely or pſtaſanmt, as Devout Da- 
vid phraſes it in his acceptable P/ſal1s of T hank(giving ; tut Tngra- 
titade 15 one of the meſt odious and: victous Qualities that can be 
nam'd, for 1ſrael's wgratefalneſs or tnthankfnlieſs was the only 
C:uſc of their Czptivity, as you may Read in 2'COhron. 36. 16, 17. 
where part of the Hiſtory is thus related, = mocked the Meſſengers 
of God, and defpiſtd his words, and miſnſtd his Prophets, wnr#l the 
Wrath of the Lorebavoſe againſt bis People, till there was 110 Remedy. 
Therefore be brought updnthem ' be Kio of the Civatdees, who flew rhtcy 
young Men with the Sword, inthe Houſe of their Sanittuary, and had n» 
Compaſſion upen young Man cr Maiden, oid Man, or him that ſftooped 
for Age; he gave therh all into bis Hand. We find that unthankful- 
neſs was the tin Reaſon why God pave the Gentiles over to aRe-» 
probate Sence, in Rom. 1. 21, and Chriſtians over to Antichtiſtia- 
niſm, as you ma» note in 2 Theſ. 2. 9, 10, 11, 12. This alfo cans*d 
that Nebuchadnez.zar was transform'd into the Neture of a Beaſt, 
as yon may Read in Dan. 5. 20,21. And that terod was eaten up 
of Worms, as it is Recorded in As 12. 23. Therefore let us 
learn from their harms to Heware of Ingratitnde, and even at this 
preſent inſtanc, or juaRture of time, return Thattks voto God for 
thoſe great Deliverances and manifold Mercies, which we contintat- 
ly Enjoy'd from the Moment of our Nativity, to this prefent Op- 
porttmity, reſolving from henceforth ( until onr departure out of 
this Life ) to render Praiſe unto him for whatſoever Benefics of Bleſ- 
ſings his good Providence may treaſure up for us in order to our fu- 
ture Happineſs; ſaying with the $ cred Pfalmiſt in P/al. 72. 18, 19. 
Bleſſed be the Lord God, the God of Ifrael, who only doth wondrous 
things. And bleſſed be his gloriow Name for tver, und let the whole 
Earth be filled with bis Glory, Amen, and Alnern. Thus havel ſhew*d 
you what Praiſe is, together with vhe Fruits and Effects of it in Ten 
Particulars. 


In the next place, 1 deſign by God's permiſſion to demonſtrate 
ento you how tobe praiſed; 3nd that in theſe Six Cotmpentii> 
ous Points. 

Firſt, 
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Firſt of all, God is praiſed by acknowledging him to be what he is, 
in Himſelf, in his Son, in his $piricy, ja his Properties, and ia his 
Attributes: For Moſes, in his Pſalm of Thankſgiving, Exod. 15. 3. 
djd praile God by ſp:aking of him on this wiſe : The Lard i a Man of 
War; The Lord is his Nams. 


Secondly, God is praiſed by attributing unto him that which is 
Lis, as holy Daviddid, 1 Chron. 29 10, 11, Iz, 12, where It is tus 
writtcn : Wherefore David bleſſed the Loyd befoxe all the Canaregation : 
And David ſaid, Bleſſed be thou, Lord God of I(racl our Fatber, fox ever 
and ever. Thine, O Lord, is the Greatneſs, and the Power, and tie 
Glory, and the Vitthoxy, and the Alejeſſy ;, for all that « wn the Heaven 
and the Earth is thine ;, thine 1 the Kingdom, O Lord, end thou art ex- 
alted as Head above all. Both Riches and Honour come of thee, and 
thou reagueſt over all, and iu thine hand w Power and Aftobt, and in 
thine band it « 10 make great, and ts give thrength unto all. Now thive- 
fare, owr God, we thank thee, and praiſe thy Holy Name. 


Thirdly, Gad is praiſed, by acknowledging that which his Piovi- 
dence leemingly effects, ro be only dence or perforard by himlclf. 
Thus doth Moſes praiſe God, by alcribing uato him the Overthrow 
of Phereeh and bis Hoſts inthe Red Sea, 2s you may obſerve Exad. 
15- 4- $0 al{odoth The Pſalnult, in moſt of bis Pſalms of Praiſe ; as 
uw P/al. 136. 1, and from the 15th Verſe to the 23d. where it is thus 
warglod : O give thanks unto the Lyrd, for he s good; for bays Mercy 
endurerh for euer, To linmthat overnbrew Pharach and hu Hot in the 
Red Sea : To him which led bu Peogle throu'h the Wilderaeſs : Ts him 
which ſmote preat Kings, ang flew famous Kings ; Sihon King of the 
Amworites, «nd Og the King of Baſhan; and gave their Land for an 
Heritage ,, even an Herita;e unto \{racl bis Servant : And this be did, 
becauſe bis Mercy to his People endureth for ever. | 


Fourthly, God is praiſed by owning that which he diſpoferh, to 
be only given of himſelf; this was 'D4vid's candid acknowlecgment 
of God's houiteous Benefits and liberal Gifcs, in 4 Chree. 29. 14. 
where he thus ſpake unto the Lord : All rbings come of thee, and of 
thine own have we given thee. Allo St, Paul ſaith, in Rom. 11. 36. Of 
him, and through him, and to bin are all thinzs; to whom be Glory for 


ever. Amen. 


o 2 Fifthly, 
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Fifthly, God is praiſed by declaring or mentioning unto others all 
the fore-named Points concerning him. T hus did the ſweet-tongu'd 
David, that ſingulac Singer of Iſrael, 1 Chron. 16.8, 9. where he 
{peaks theſe godly Expreſſions : Give unto the Lord the rlory due unto 
his Name, bring an Offerins, and come before him : Worſbip the Lord 
in the Beanty of Holineſc, 


Thus alfo have I ſhow'd you, in ſix compendions Points, how God 
is to be praiſed. 


If thereſore, according to theſe pithy and practical Points of Picty, 
our Hearts are inclinable to praiſe God, who is the moſt Viqorious 
Conqueror and matchleſs Man of War, under whoſe Bellonick or 
Warlike Banner, we feem terrible in fight of our Adverſaries ; be- 
cauſe, as Ab:jah ſaid to the 1/raelites, m 2 Chron. 13. 12. That God 
Himſelf is with us for onr Captain, triumphing gloriouſly for the 
Diſcomtiture and Deſtruction of his Peoples knemics: As Moſes 
{peaks concerning the Overthrow of Pharaoh, in Exed. 15. 4. and 
of whom David faith, P/al. 98. 1. That he hath done miraculous 
things ; for nis right Hand, and his holy Arm hath gotten him the 
Victory : That by this means (as Zacharias prophelied of Chriſt 
and his believing People, Luke 1. 74, 75-) We being delivered out of the 
bands of our Enemies, might ſerve him without fear, in Holineſs and 
Righteouſneſs before him all the days of our life; renewing the Vow 
and Covenant.that we made with Chriſt in our Baptiſm, of fighting, 
manfully under his Banner againſt Sin,the World,and rhe Devil ; and 
tocontinue his faithful Soldiers and Servants unto our Lives cnd : 
To which end, in order to prolong our Lives and ſce good Days, by 
keeping our Tonzues from Evil, and Lips from guile, we mult ahan- 
don and abominatc all horrid and raſh Jurations, all haſty and hurt- 
ful Proteſtations, ail I: 11; 4nd heinous Imprecarions, all cnyious 
aad evil Communications, with al} unchaſte Deſires and uncivil Dz- 
portment in our Lives an«! Chriſtian Converſations; for in ſo doing, 
we have God's own inviolable Promiſes, to be ſtill aiding or aſſiſting 
to us, inall Manly and Military Entcrprizes. So that we may well 
agree in the pious Opiaion and Civine Niſpoſition of indubitable and 
undaunted David, to ſay intie Nialet or Warlike Words of my 
Text: Thro»gh God we (bill do valiantly;, for he ut 1s that ſhall tread 
down our L nem. e-. 


This 
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This Portion of Scripture, is a Text beficting the holy Parage 
and Camp of the Lord of Hoſts; for we have God in the Front, 
God in the Center, and God in the Reer of it : If we wheel the Text 
ro the Right hand, there we ſhall find God triumphing ; if to the 
Right about, there triumphing valiantly ; if w2 move the Text to 
;he Left hand, there we ſhall find God trampling; if to the Left 
about, there trampling down our Fnemies : It we place the Words 
as they were, either upon their orderly Guard, or in their cloſe Or- 
der, and as on the Patro!, wilk the Rounds of my Text, Through 
God we ſhall do waliantly ; for he it 8s that ſhall tread down our Ene- 
mies, 


Having thus rendezvousd, countermarch'd, exercis?d, or muſter*d 
my Text ,« and form'd the Bands, Btralions, and Squadrons of 
our Camp in Battel Array, let us procced in the Name of the Lord of 
Hoſts, to diſplay unto our Enemies the Flag of Defiance, an make 
our Pcoclzmation with holy David, Pſal. 18.1, 2, 3. ſaying, on this 
wiſe ; We will Ive thee, O Lord our Strength: The Lord is our R ch, 
and our Fortreſs, and our Deliverer : Our God; our Strenpth, in whom 
we will tru/i ; our Buckler, and the Florn of our Sul vation, and our hiah 
Tower. We will call upon the Lord, who 15 worthy tobe praiſed; ſo ſhall 
we be ſaved from our Enemies, Like to this cordial and cheerful Pre» 
clamation, was that comfortable Specch which good Hezekriah made 
to enliven and encourage his Army, who being but few in number, 
as compared with their Encmies, the great Holt of Senacherib King 
of Aſſyria , were revertheleſs, by a ſetled Dependence on God*s 
Power, both willing and ready to give them the Encounter, as you 
may read i: 2 Chron. 32, 7, 8. where it is thus related : Be ſtrong and 
conragiois, be not afraid nor diſmayed for the King of Aſſyria, nor for 
all the Multitude tht 1s with him ; for there be more with ws than with 
him: #Writh kim is an Arm of Fleſl', but with u« is the Lord our God, 
rohelp us and to fight or Bartels, And the People reſted themſelves 
upon the Words of Herekiah King of Judah - An4 while the People reſ- 
ef on the IWerds of Hertckiah , beho!d the Lord ſent a deſtroyins A'= 
vel, that on the ſie moht ſmote inthe Crump of the Alliances, an 
hm led and fourſrore and jr1ve thouſand, And win the Peyple yoſe 

O y in the 2 SLILIC behold they were ail ded Corpſes, as yon 
ny cad H 11 the '20 of the kin's, Chap. 1 >, Verd. 2D. 
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Hence we may obſerve, tat a = who had the beſt Cauſe, 
never tail'd of the beſt Courave : The ſame may be ſaid of 
WILDLI A/1 the Third, King of Grear Britain and Ireland; 
for God hath given him a good Cauſe of War againſt his Enemies, 
as, namely, the ſecuring of pure Religion, the procuring of laſt- 
ing Pcacc, the uniting of divided Kingdoms, the compoſing of 
Pcoples Differences, the picſcrving of wholcſom Laws, the correct- 
ing of diſloyal $:rvants, and the protecting of Loyal Subjts. 
T hcle bciny the Cauſes of Gn1, the King, and the Church , do 
ſo eniauce his Majzſty's Spirit, that he is not afraid to mcet 
his Encemizs in the Gate, but ſeems to declare his Intereſt in 
the Lord, with holy David, P/1.118.6, 7. where the Propheti- 
cal King ſpcaks on this wile: The Lord 45 on my fide, I will not 
fear what Man can do unto me: The Lord taketh my part with 
rbem that help me ;, therefore ſhall 7 ſee my defire upon them that 
hate ane. 


Hence we may hand it obſervable, that the Lord alſo ta- 
keth parc with our King's Party, in order to falhl has Deſire 
upon his Enemics. This Truth viſibly appears mm the late Wars 
that were managed both in the Kingdom of Jreland , and the Ter- 
ritories of Flanders, where God wonderfully preſery'd his Maje- 
ſty's Sacred Perſon from the violent aud revenging Peril of the 
Sword; as if no Weapon forn'd againſt him ſhould proſper ; 
like one inccreſted in thoſe Eſcapes of David, mentioned P/al. 
18. v» 50. namely , Great Deleverances giveth he to his King , and 
ſhewerh © Mercy to his Anointed, 10 David and to his Seed (and Re» 
ligious Succellors ) for cuvermore. Many miraculous Deliverances 
hath his My ſly zlready experienced , as if a Guardian or en- 
camping Arpg-l, iad a ſpecial f ommiſſion from Heaven, .at all 
times, jn all piaces, aud npon all occaſions, to protctt or pre- 
ſerye his pious Purſun. Such a Commillio:1ated- Angel we read of in 
Pſal. 34. verſ. 7, where it 1s ſaid, That che intel of the Lord 
cecamperh ronn4 ab»ut them that fear him, and delivereth them, But 
of all the miraculous Deliverarnccs and Preſervations which Hea- 
ven decreed for his Safcty, tne moſt capi:al and remarkable was 
his laſt Eſcape from a curſed Cabal of Aſlaſſinates, who by miſ- 
Chicyous Maciinations, hatci'd a H.lliſh Stratagem how to em- 

brew 
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brew their hateful and unhallow'd Hands in tle (carlct and crim- 
ſon Dyes of his Royal Blood, had not God ( as the Anointed of 
Himſelf) pfevented the Martyrdom by a marchleſs Miracle of my- 
ſterious Mercy. 


We have not, beſides what Divine Revelation affords, a grea- 
ter Argument to prove this World to be govert'd, and all 
Things in it, carried on and direfted by the vigilant Eye an 
powerful Hand of Almigmy GOD, than the ſuldca and 
ſcafonable Diſcoveries of fach damnzble Enterprizes, con- 
triv'd with the utmoſt Caution and Secreſie ; propagated with 
grext Subtilty or Cunning, and being juſt ripe for executisn ; 
yet in an inſtant blaſted, in a trice broken all to pieces, either 
by a farprizing dread feizing the Conſpirators themſelves, ar 
an unwary Word oyer-heard, or an unaccountable Suſpicion of 
ill Deſigns, though fonnded upon no reaſon, or a very trifling 
one, yet hath proved true; or God ſmote npon the Conſcience 
of ſome one of them, and for the eaſe of his tortur'd Mind, 
he is forced to a Diſcovery. 


Peradventnre their Jealouſjie of being betray*d by others, hath 
made fome to give notice of it themſelves. A Letter miſcar- 
ry'd, a Fright, Miſtake, Overſight, or ſomething happening 
otherwiſe than was expeRted, hath brought the hidden Works 
of Darkneſs to light, whereby the King and his Liege People, 
or Loyal Subjects, have been mercifully ſnatch*d from the Taws 
of Ron, and the Confpirators themſelves brovglitt to condigu 
Puniſhment, according to that remarkable Obſervation of the 
Royal Prophet, in his IX. P/alm, at the 16th. Verſe; where he 


ſaich, 


That the Lord is known by the Tudgment which he executeth - 
The Wicked is ſnared in the Work, of his own Hands. 


From 
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From theſe Diabolical and Inhumane Attempts, may the Cmni- 
ſcient, Omnipreſent, and Omnipotent God, Protect His Majelties 
Gracious Pcrſon, to improve that prepar*'d Portion which we 
hope Divine Providence hath laid up for him in the Diſpoſal of 
Sacred Providence, as leneth of Days in ber Right Hand, and in 
her Left Hand Riches and Honour, For her Ways are Ways of 
Pleaſantneſs, and all her Paths are Peace, as appears in Prev. 3, 
16, 17. Sceing therefore that the plain Vaths oft Wiſdom are all 
of them both pleaſant and peaccable, let us Icarn of her to be 
ſo prudent as to make our Addreſles unto Gcd, that he would 
be pleas?d to withdraw our Feet from the rugged Ways of 
War and Bloodſhed , that he may guide them 1to the ſmooth 
and pleaſant Paths of Peace; for in fo doing , both Church and 
State will famouſly flouriſh. This was a Pious and a Primitive 
Obſervation among the Jews, as appcars in P/al. 76. 1,2, 3, where 
holy David ſpeaks th.ſc Expreſſions, In Judah 15 God known : his 
Name 1s great m [tac], Jn Salem alſo is bis Tabernacle, and 
his Dwelling-place in Sion. There brake he the Arrows of the Bow, 
the Shicld, and the Sword, and the Battel. But row to the Praiſe 
and Glory of God, we Chriſtians may ſay, That in Britarn is 
God known, his Name is great in England, in the Salem of our 
Britiſh Dominion is his Tabernacle, and his Dwelling-place in 
the Son of our Three Kingdoms. There alſo brake. he the . Ar- 
rows of the Bow, the Shield , and the Sword, and the Battel, 
where the Church of God hath a ſound Principlcd King to her 
Nurſing-father , EleQed and Eſtabliſhed by Divine Providence, 
to Dcfind her from Wrong and Violcncc ; and tho? her furious 
Foes are many , yet her Faithful Friend is Mighty , for God is 
inthe midſt of her, therefore ſhe ſhall not be moved ; God ſhall 
help her, and that right caily, as holy David well oblerves in 
Pſal. 45. 5- Si.cc therefore that God is a very piclcnt help 
it, Tronblc unto bis Militant or Warfaring Church, we arc in 
that refpcct obliz*'d ro pray uito him for her goud Succcels and 
Proſperity, as tial his Diviie Picalure might be jutreated to a- 
ora and continue her ia the Beautiful Ornamcnts of Unity, 
Peace, 2nd Concord; for in her Peace we ſhall enjoy Peace. Ic 
I5 a Certain Truth, that as War 15s the Provucer of Morislity , 
Poverty, an Perplexity amony Me'1, in that Kingdom or Nati- 
0:1 Whcetii i$16 feated 3; fo Prace is the Precurcr of Safety, Plen- 
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ty, an4 Proſperity, both to Church and State; for which cauſe 
the Sacred Pſalmiſt exhorted and excited the People (in his 
time ) to Pray for the Peace of the Few/ſh Church, which Peti- 
tons are very ſuitable and uſeful for the Church of God under 
Chriſtiavity, as apprars in Pſal. 122. 6,7,$, 9. wiere the ſweet 
Singer, aad Orator of Iſrael, thus {pake unto vis Fellowepeti- 
ticnuers, Pray for ee Peace of Jernſilem: Toaey jnall proſper that 
love thee, Peace be within thy Walls, an{ Proſperity wuhin thy 
Palaces. For my Brethren and Companions ſakes, 1 will now fay, 
Peace be within thee. Becauſe of the Houſe of the Lord owe God, 
I] will ſeek thy good. 


Next to our Petitions for the Peace of the Church , we ought 
to Pray for the Peace and Proſperity of the King, that God 
would be pleas'd to endue him with a Long Life, a Proſperons Reign, 
a Sccure State and Habitation, Unbyalsd Repreſentatives, a Faith- 
ful Privy-Couacil and Parliament, Judicious and Couſciencious Laws 
yers, Mild and Merciful Magiſtrates, Able and Valuable Phyſicians 
a Plentiful and Painful Miniſtry, a ViRorious Fleet and Army, an 
all ſorts of his Subjects that are Profellors of Arts, Sciences, or 0- 
ther National Occupations, a Religious, Luving, and a Loyal Peo- 
ple; all which will very much tend to advance the Fame of 
His Majeſties Grandure, that as he js the Defender of our Ca- 
th olical, Apoſtolical, Epiſcopal, and Proteſtantial Faith , he may 
ſay at the end or full Expiration of his Wars, with the holy Apoſtle 
St. Paul in 2 Tim. 4.7,8,9. 1 have fonght a good Fight, I have fi- 
miſhed my Courſe, I have kept the Faith. Henceforth there is laid 
up for me a Crown of Righteouſneſs, which the Lod the Righteous 
Tudge ſhall give at the laſt Day. 


And may alſo all His Mafſties Commanders and Soldiers 
both by Sea and Land, Expericnce the Truth of my preſent 
Text, where it is thus expreſt by the Warlike Pſalmiſt, Through 
God we ſhall do waliantly : For he it 5s that ſhall tread down onr 
Fnemes.
